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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to a preliminary amendment filed on Oct. 16, 2007, the applicants have 
canceled claims 6-13; amended claims 1, 4 and 5 and furthermore, have added new 
claims 14-41. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 14-41 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. The following amendment is pursuant to a telephone conversation with the 
applicant's attorney, Ms. Dara L. Dinner on Oct. 16, 2007. The following changes have 
been made in claims 1, 4, 5, 14 and 15: 

Cancel claims 14 and 15 without prejudice. 

In claim 1, for the first value of variable R3, delete — -(C2-C12)alkyl, 
In claim 4, page 4, delete 3 rd , 5 th and 9 th compound ( where R3 represents butyl, 
dodecyl and ethyl group ) and furthermore, on page 5, delete first compound ( where R3 
represents propyl group ). 

In claim 5, page 5, line 3, after 1 to 4, and, delete — 14 — and insert — 16 — . 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5 and 16-41, renumbered as claims 1-31, are allowed since the instant 
compounds and pharmaceutical compositions comprising these compounds are neither 
disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, Busch-Petersen ( WO 
2005/037280 ) discloses Muscarinic acetylcholine receptor antagonists which are 
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closely related to the instant compounds. However, the most closely related compounds 
( see compounds of examples 6 and 7 on page 14 ) disclosed by Busch-Petersen differ 
from the instant compounds in having a different value of variable R3 ( only methyl ) and 
furthermore, there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation in the prior art to modify the 
compounds of Busch-Petersen to prpepare the instant compounds.
